FATAL ACCIDENT. | 


A Brewer Crushed to Death in a 
Mash~-Tub. 
ss tieaiata cin 


Caused bya Mistake of the Engineer— 
His Rescued Companion Tells the Hor- 
rible Story—Iron Forks Play with Ter- 
rible Violence Upon His Body. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, August 2.—Cries of “Help, 
help, help, save me, save the, its killing me, 
its killing me,” rang outfrom the brewery 
of Heupfel & Sons at One Hundred and Six- 
ty-first street and St. Anis avenue yesterday 
morning and startled theémployes with the 
agonizing tones in which they were uttered. 
A rush was made in the direction whence 
they came and Carl Steinya German, about 
38 years old, who lives at Grove Hill and 
Clit street, was found ima mash tub begging 
to be saved from being pouuded to death. 
All this time he was moving around in a cir- 
cle to avoid the revolving forks used to crush 
the malt. When -he reached a poirt where 
he could be taken hold of he was seized and | 
rescued from his perilous position. He was 
so terrified that for a moment he was unable 
to utter a word, 

AND FELL TO THE FLOOR 
from sheer exhaustion. Assoonas he had 


recovered his breath he éxéiaimed, ‘‘Look fot 
Andy. He’s mashed to death, he’s mashed 
to death.” In their excitefhent Stein’s res- 
cuers had failed to notice that he had a com- 
panion with him in thetub. When they 
were informed of it they again rushed to 
the place from owitich they had 
pulled Stein out and a _horri- 
bie sight met their gaze. Silding 
around the copper bottom @f the tub was the 
budy of Andrew Sanger, WBile the iron forks 
were playing like so ma hammers upon 
him. Oneof the forks d passed ciear 
through the skull and proffuded on the oth- 


er side. ‘Lhe scalp be F

from the skulland the bins were oozing 
out. The back part of the Bead was crushed 
in and there were cuts and bruises literally 
covering the face. Other portions of the 
body were gashed ina horrible manner and 
a large portion of the back Was almost com- 
pletely torn off. Death must have been al- 
most. instantaneous. The body was 
removed from the .- brewery to 
an undertaking establishment and 
thence to the house of the dead man at One 
Hundred and Fifty-ninth street and Elton 
avenue. When the mangled remains of her 
husband arrived,- Sanger’s wife - became 
almost insane with grief, while in striking 
contrast her babe coved a 
KICKED ABOUT WITH DELIGHT 
at the unusual sight presented to her. The 
two other children, a boy of about 9 and a 
girl of 6 seemed, to rea ize tha&. something 
terrible had happened, bageeiast What their 
father’s dedth “méant they»were only par- 
tially able to comprehend. An examination 
of Stein’s injuries revealed the fact that he 
had suffered terrible ;blows about the body 
aud a contusion of the right leg. His 
face was badly cut and his leit arm 
had been penetrated by an iron fork toa 
considerable depth. Although his injuries 
are serious, still itis quite probable that he 
will recover. He was removed to the Ger- 
man Hospital. A Posr-DIsPATCH represen: 
tative yesterday made an investigation into 
the cause of the terrible accident. He ascer- 
tained that yesterday morning about 8 o’clock 
Sanger and Stein, who were employed as 
kettle-men, were ordered 
£O SCRUB OUT 
the Jarge mash tub, situated in the western 
portion of the building. They had been 
at work about a- half an hour, when 
the engineer was directed to put the 
belt on the large wheel connected with the 
grain elevator machinery. Instead of placing } 
the belt on as directed, he connected the en- 
gine with the mash tub machinery. In ai 
instant the heavy forks, which are made to 
crush the finest grain, were revolving and 
pounding around in the tub. ‘The engineer, 
whose name is Heckman, had been in the 
e oy of the concern fur three montis, and 
wis considered sober, industrious and relia- 
ble. The proprietors consider the accident 
the result 
OF AN UNINTENTIONAL MISTAKE, 

Engineer Heckinan, when asked to give 
his version of the accident, stated that he had 
mistaken one belt for the other. He tried to 
rectify his mistake as soon as possible, 
but was too late. He was almost frenzied 
by the thought that be had been the cause of 
Sanger’s death. Carl Stein was found in a 
ward of the German hospital at Seventy- 
seventh street and Fourth avenue. He was 
lying with his head, arm and leg in bandages 
and seemed to be suffering intense pain. 
When asked to state just how the accident 
occurred, hé replied in German: ‘Sanger and 
1 were scrubding out the mash tub and had 
almost finished our work. Il was standing 
up for a moment, looking out of the window, 
Sanger was down on his knees scrubbing the 
copper bottom dry. His head, 1 remember 
now, Was near 

ONE OF THE TIER OF FORKS. 
Suddenly and withvut any warning the fork 
began to revolve and I heard Sanger shout- 
ing to me, ‘‘Mein Got, I’m being killed! help! 
help!’ .I tried to reach him, but found that 
was impossible, as the forks kept pushing 
him away at the sametime that they were 
pounding down upon his body. I had to keep 
running along as fast as the shaft was re- 
volving in order to keep out of reach of the 
forks. I kept yelling to the engineer to stop 
the engine, and called for help. Lremember 
nothing more excepting that I felt myself 
pulied out from the tub and carried 
away in an ambulance, and here I 
am. It seemed ages before any one 
came to help me. Sanger was a good fellow 
and easy to get along with. The engineer 
I think, had been at work but two days and 
did not understand the belts. I know he 
could not have done it intentionally for’ he 
sennoey knew either of us. It was amistake 
made through ignorance [ think, and poor 
Sanger has bad to suffer for it.” 

Sanger came from Williamsburg to Morris- 
siana about two months ago and had been 
employed at the brewery ever.since. The 
Coroner will make an investigation into the 
cause of and the responsibility for the 
accident.

The administration of the re- 
organization of Egypt, though retarded by 
the outbreak of cholera, has steadily ad- 
yanced. Her Majesty reasserts that the oc- 
cupation of Egypt is only temporary. She 
saysthe aim thereof, which has been, ex- 

iained to Parliament, remains unchanged. 

ommunications with France concerning the 
occurrences in Madagasear have been con- 
ducted in the spirit of friendship, and she has 
no doubt will lead to satisfactory results. 
Her attention has been, and will be, steadily 
directed to all which may affect the rights 
and jiberties of her subjects. The working 
of the convention with the Transvaal Gov- 
ernment preved in certain respects unsatis- 
factory. Ministers and contidential envoys 
from ‘l'ransvaal will discuss the matter 
shortly. The condition of the classes in the 
Kingdom suffering from depression in agri- 
culture has, in most respects, shown some 
degree of improvement. The general state 
of trade and industry is sound. She 
says she can refer with greater satis- 
faction than on some former occasions to 
the condition of Ireland.

Lorp CHIEF JUSTICE COLERIDGE of En- 
gland bas arrived in New York, and, as 
might have been expected, is receiving a vast 
amount of attention at the hands of the Bar 
Association. Justice COLERIDGE is the son 
of the Justice COLERIDGE who, in 1857, sen- 
tenced to imprisonment and drove to insan- 
ity 2 poor, ignorant laboring-man in Corn- 
wall, named PooLEy, who had scribbled 
some reflections on Christianity upon a gate- 
post. The poor fellow had a theory that if 
Bibles were burned and the,ashes strewn in 
the potato fields the potato rot would be 
averted. It was in reference to this that he 
decorated his gate-post with remarks unfav- 
orable to the Christian religion. His shock- 
ing conduct attracted the attention of a nice 
elergyman, who had him summoned before 
a magistrate, who held him while Justice 
COLERIDGE sentenced him to prison for a 
year and nine months. The man lost his 
reason shortly afterward and all Epgland 
rose and protested until the cruel sentence 
was revoked. Mr. Buckes, in his review 
of Minu’s essay on “Liberty,” pays his 
respects to the paternal ancestor of the 
present Chief Justice of England in a man- 
ner that gladdens the hearts of all true 
lovers of justice, humanity and manhood. 


Tue Georgia Legislature has rejected a 
resolution granting to Grorer B. MatT- 
TINGLY the right to sue the State in her 
courts on bonds for $60,000 issued in 1861 in 
payment for Sharp’s rifles purchased and 
used in aid of the rebellion. Some Repub- 
lican papers are making an outcry that this 
is an act of repudiatio®, and that the reason 
for it Is to be found in the fact that the 
claimant is a loyal Northern man, a promi- 
nent citizen of New York. But the pleasing 
fact is that it is an act of simple and 
necessary obedience to the Constitution 
of the United States, which forbids the 
payment of ‘‘any debt or obligation incurred 
in aid of insurrection or rebellion against 
the United States.” That Constitution, as 
the late Judge BLAcK has said, is an over- 
ruling part of the Constitution of every 
State. All members of the Georgia Legis- 
lature are under a solemn oath to obey and 
uphold all its provisions. If they had vio- 
lated that oath and voted to pay the bonds, 
their act would have been unconstitutional 
and void, and could not have been executed.

Zereida Garrison walked into a police 
station of her own motion. Count over the 
history of the disappeared and von will not find 
one that has been run down by the sleuth hounds 
of the law. Even Kitty Mulcahy, the woman who 
is supposed to have shot Tonkin, was discovered, 
not by a detective, but by Madain Allen. The 
Pine screet assassin is yet atlarge. Hundreds of 
cases might be named of a similar character.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Retail Rates of Sundry Supplies that 
Cheer the Inner Man. 


This is the season of the year when every- 
thing in the line of vegetables is over-plenti- 
ful, and soitis on Union Market‘ to-day. 
The season is a good one, and prices are at 
the bottom. Sweet potatoes, nice ones, are 
selling at 25c a peck, while Irish potatoes 
can be had ata dime; lettuce, 5¢ a bunch; 
sweet-corn, 12%4c a dozen; Lima beans, 20c a 
quart; string beans, 35c a peck; large white 
onions, 25¢ a peck; sweet bell peppers for 
pickling are going at 15c a dozen. 


Grapes are in the midst of the season, and 
as the crop is nota large one they are proba- 
bly as cheap as they will be. Concords are 
to be had in abundance at 5c a pound; in 22- 
pound baskets they can be had at less. Some 
choice clusters are sold at 74%4c a pound: 
Delawares are worth 25; Goethes 1c a pound 
or two pours for 25c. 

Damson plums have made their entree on 
the market this week and are selling at $2 50 
a bushel. 

The display of peaches is the first of the 
season thus far. Southern Illinois freestones 
perfectiy ripe and in fine order, the best 30c 
a basket, others at 25¢ to 35c. A lot of 
ordinary home grown peaches are selling at 
$2 50 a bushel. Apples are plentiful and 
lower. Choice can be had at $1 50 a bushel, 
40c a peck. Good cooking varieties are sell- 
ing al from 15c to 25c a peck. 

Siberian crab apples are worth 50c a peck, 
30e a basket. Very fine home grown Bart- 
lett pears sell at $3 50 a bushel, 60c a dozen; 
nice sugar pears 30c a peck; some solid cook- 
ing pears are offered at $2 a bushei, 10¢ a 
quart. 

Watermelons are rapidly approaching the 
lowest warket price. They are selling at 
from 10e to 30c each. Cantaloupes range 
from 5c tow 20¢ each. 

Meats of all kinds are plentiful, anda 
shade lower. The quality of beef and mut- 
ton seems to be improving also. Sirloin 
ste2k is selling at from 12%%c to 15¢ a pound; 
round steak 10¢; muttun is. worth 9c to 12ca 
pound. Veal more plentiful at 14¢ to 17c; 
fresh rk shoulders 9c; ham 10c; rack is 
worth from 10c to 12¢ a pound. 

The market is wel! stocked with poultry 
and prices are unchanged. A very neat little 
dressed spring chicken can.be bought at lic. 
The best, fuli-grown and fat ones are going 
at 25c. A few old hens are offered at from 
30¢c to 40¢c a piece, but they find few buyers, 
Chickens, by the dozen, are selling at from 
$1 75 to $2 50.

The Police Swear toa Batch of New 
Complaints. 


Every Saloon-Keep*r, Barber and . Cigar 
Dealer Who Kept Open House, Reported To- 
Day and Complained of in Court, 


This morning the o ffice of Proseeuting At 
torney Claiborne, Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Dierkes and Clerk Zepp were 
crowded with police sergeants, who came to 
the Four Courts to swear out another batch 
of warrants against saloon-keepers, who were 
reported for keeping open on the 5th, 12th 
and 19th inst. It looked to the few saloon- 
keepers, who dropped in casually, as if the 
State proposed to introduce a brand 
new war in anticipation of an unfavorable 
decision in the Lemp case on next Monday. 
Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne was asked 
about this impression and said: ‘No, that 


is not the case at all. We are simply evening 
up the cases.” 

Ou the first Sunday after the law was pro- 
nounced constitutional and ita enforcement 
begun, nearly 700 of the 1,750 saloon-keepers 
in the city were reported for 
keeping open. Many of the mem- 
bers of the Saloon-keepers’ Association 
who, at the meeting during the previous 
week had pledged themselves to keep their 
places open, wéakened at the last moment 
when the forfeiture of the license was pre- 
sented to them in the list of consequences, 
and the result was that a large number of 
them closed Goors at midnight on the 28th 
and 29 ult., and kept closed until the follow- 
ing Monday morning. The  associa- 
tion adjusted itself to this situation, 
however,and an united opposition was firmiy 
resolved on. ‘The business of the saloons 
which kept open increased tenfold and smail 
out-of-the-way stands which ordinarily soid 
only two or three kegs of beer increased that 
orders to twenty-five and thirty for a single 
day. These facts induced others to open and 
ever since there have been weekly accessions 
to the ranks of the believers in the 
law of ‘57. The approach of the 
court proceedings in the cases insti- 
tuted on the first Sunday prevented 
the officers from continuing the issuance of 
the warrants, which were bunched together 
and laid over until to-day. Early this morn- 
ing Cul. Claiborne opened a school of prose- 
euting attorneys and in haif an hour had a 
dozen sergeants seated about the desks and 
tables with a pen and a stack of blank war- 
rants before each. A sample warrant was 
issued by the Prosecuting Attorney 
for each group, and following § the 
form of this they began issuing the war- 
rants. During a moment of leisure for his 
didactic exercises a reporter asked Col. 
Claiborne what he proposed to do and he 
said: “Iam going to issue warrants in one 
case against all the saloon-keepers, who 
have kept open since the first Sunday and 
who have not yet had a warrant served on 
them. This will make one warrant against 
every man who has violated the law. 
In addition to this 1 propose to issue war- 
rants against all barbers and cigar dealers 
who have been reported since the Downing 
law went into effect.”” Having compieted 
issuing the warrants in the cases made by 
the ofticers of his platoon, each sergeant took 
up his bundie and, taking position in iine, 
awaited his turn to swear that “the iuforma- 
tion contained in the above complaint is true 
to the best of my knowledge and be- 
lief, so help me God.” When this 
was done the warrant wasissuedon the 
eowplaint, recorded on the issue book by a 
force of clerks and then given to the Sheriff 
for service.

LIGHTS ON THK MOHAWE. 
The Amsterdam Mystery Paralieled by. 
an Incident Many ‘oars Ago. ' 


Apropos of the mysterious light which has 
recently appeared, on the railroad track at 
Amsterdam, N. Y., and, has aroused the 
superstitious fears ‘of the engineers and 
brakemen who have seen it, an editorial 
writer in the Rochester Democrat and 
Chronicle says: 

“Peculiar lights, not satisfactorily ex- 
plained, have been seen in the vicinity of 
Amsterdam on former oécasions, and b 
those who had no apprehension that an evil 
spirit appeared to lead the “behoiders axtray. 

ore than forty years agoa very singular 
light was seen some miles north of Amster- 
dam by two young men, and uader circum. 
stances that precluded the idea that they 
mererely imagined that they saw something. 
I'he writer has heard the incident Popenteally 
rejiated by both witnesses,oue of whom a few 
days ago repeated his experience, on seein 
the statement abeut the lights which 
are purported to have been seen near } 
Amsterdam. In. the early part of March, 
1839, two young men, residing five or six 
miles northwest of Amsterdam, just on the 
borders of Fulton County, concinded to visit 
Troy. ‘The sleighing was good at the tine, 
and they started trom the farm huuse where 
they buarded very eariy iu the worning, as 
they wished to reach their destination as 
early ii the day as practicabie. ‘They left | 
their residence no later than 2 o’clock in the 
morning. Whey they tad driven about a 
mile in the direction of Amsterdam a light 
was seen in the distance, As seen dimly 
through the tops of intervening trees, one of 
tue parties remarked it looked like the moon 
just rising, aud then immediateiy said: ‘It 
canuot be the moun, for it is too far south 
lor the moon, and more than that, vo moon 
risés voW at this time of the night.’ As they 
drove on, seeing the light occasionally, 
though not constantly, the conclusion was 
that some building was on fire, either in 
Amsterdam or Sclienectady, as they were 
traveling in the direction of both towns. 

“For more thantwo miles the light was 
seen at iniervals, at times hidden by inter- 
vening timber or arise inthe ground. As 
they entered a piece of woods of perha 
forty rods in exteutalong tie road the light 
was invisible. When they emerged from the 
timber they were astonished at what they 
beheld. Not more than twelve rods ahead 
of them they saw apparently a log house on 
fire. Sometuing like a large tub was directly 
inthe widdle of the road all ablaze, and 
burning turuiture was strewnall the way 
trom the middle of the road to the building 
Wrapped in flaines. On seving tae fire one 
Of tue peesous said, “Drive fast, we may be 
Of assistance to» the family!’ The driver 
struck the spirited horse a smart bluw witn 
his whip, aud the horse sprang forward with 
a bound, throwing the snew sfharpiy in. the 
faces of the persons in the cutter. They 
leaned forward tor a moment to protect their 
iaces from the snow-balis, and, on lvoking 
up, no fire, no burning butiding were to be 
were to be seen. The driver reined in his 
horse, and the young men gazed at each 
Other and then at the locality where they 
had seen the building un fire. ‘What does 
this mean?’ said one, ‘ILdon’t know was 
the reply. There was no building of any 
kind in sight. There was a raii fence along 
the side of the road where the building bad 
appeared, and the ground by the side of tne 
road was covered by snow, undisturved by 
any track of man or beast. 

“The young men drove past the spot of the 
imaginary fire, stopped and investigated, 
but made no discovery. They were not glost 
seers, nor believers in the theory that ‘ghosts 
walk the eartu both when we sleep and when 
we wake.” They were not frightened. ‘They 
had not been at a ‘wake’ nor any otiier gath- 
ering where inward excitement might be 
produced. They started frvin the residence 
of a staid Dutch farmer, aud were staid 
young men. But from that March night in 
1839 to the present time, says one of the wit- 
nesses, the mystery of the apparentiy burn- 
ing house has not been solved.”

‘Louisville, Ky.

Some of the Wonderful Sights There 
Presented to View—Herman’s Picture 
of the “Bal Masque”—The Dude’s Preva- 
lence in the Place—A Tour Through the 
Art Building. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Angust 21.—The great 
Southern Exposition has almost attained 
the zenith of its grandeur. And the mag- 
nificent building with its varied exhibits 
and throngs of people presents a spectacle 
truly worth seeing. The turn-stiles do duty 
every minute in the day, and the crowd is 
constantly increasing. The portly forms of 
capitalists occupy conspicuous standing 
points and'by their inimitable gestures im- 
press the passers-by with their boundless 
importance. The dude adjusts his intense 
third eye and bestows his  intention- 
less attentions upon the many groups 


of Beauty’s daughters, while the fair dam- 
sels themselves hover as daintily as August 
bucterfiies (their harmless, miniature proto- 
types) about the objects which most excite 
feminine interest, their varied toilets lend- 
ing additional brightness to an already 
brilliant scene. “Our country cousins” with 
eyes and mouthsin the position suggestive 
of an elaborate Oh! also contribute variety 
to this gathering from the garden of human- 
ity. At all times the building presents a live- 
ly appearance ; but particularly so in the aft- 
ernoons and evenings, when the Seventh Reg- 
iment Band from New York discourses the 
sweetest music from 2to5and8to 10 p. m. 
adapting their selections in a wonderful! 
way tothe tastes of the majority. Their 
trombone solos meet with most enthusiastic 
applause, ‘Yankee Doodle’ and ‘Dixie’ sharing 
equal honors, one being frequently tendered 
as an encore of the other. The music-stand 
is arranged in tiers, and occupies a large 
space in the west wing of the building, with 
& magnificent organ, draped on either side 
with two large National flags as 
an effective background. The park, which 
is beautifully laid off, affords a delightf.l 
promenade. inthe centeris a music pavil- 
ion, where theevening concerts are held. It 
is a vine-clad, picturesque little structure and 
around it are arranged in a cirele rustic seats 
for the accomodation of the music-loving 
crowd, the grand old forest trees forming a 
royal canopy of leaves overhead, while the 
far-famed Kentucky “biue grass’’ in its par- 
adoxical, emerald green loveliness, carpets 
the earth and adds a befiting garniture to 
this oasis, asit were, of a dusty, crowded 
city. 

The cooling sound of splashing waters 
from a playing fountain of exquisite work- 
inanship, constantly fills the air, and com- 
pletes this ideal resort. The art gallery is 
at the extreme Westend of the park. And 
through the spacious opening may be ob- 
tained a birdseye view of the pictures before 
entering. ‘The first panting which attracts 
attention is a life-size picture of a Parisian 
“Bal Masvue” by Hermans. This occupies 
the most conspicuous position in the galiery, 
just over the entrance. It is wonderfully 
life-like and expressive of action. One 
can almost imagine that the dancers 
in ove. When seen through the 
vista of the park, it presents 
a realistic ball-room scene. Each face is ex- 
pressive of distinctive individuality, and the 
exquisite blending of colors is marvelous. 
‘The most prominent figure in the fore- 
ground is that of a woman who bas thrown 
aside her mask, and, overcome by the exer- 
tion ef dancing, is Jeani with careless 
“bandon upon the afm ef herescort. The 
execution of her dress and the effect of the 
light upon it, indicates a masterful band. It 
is an indescribable shade of blue brocade, 
and hangsin rich folds from the waist, so 
clearly and distinctly portrayed that while 
looking at it one is impressed with 
the soft rustling sound attendant 
upon silks and satins. The interior -of 
the room is_ evidently that of a 
theater, and there are figures ip the baicony 
looking down upon the dancers. Under this 
picture is an old Spanish bridal-chest, the 
panels of which are painted in Biblical and 
allegorical pictures perfectly in keeping 
with the antique bronze vases on eithes side. 
Just beyond are the stationery, sevres, ap- 
ytique faience and other objets de vertu. 
hese occupy the central portion of the 
building, and above them rises a wide-spread 
yalm tree, with beautiful luxuriant leaves— 
\ature, asit were, blessing Art. Hagar and 
Ishmael, the work of Carazza, valued 
at $5,000,, is by far the most 


desirable piece of statuary in the gallery; 


though not so generally admired as the love- 
iv statues of Venus and Cupid and Venus 
Triumphant, these, in our humble opin- 
ion, not comparing With the formerin beauty 
of conception and design. The center of the 
building is further divided into a separate 
department by the Sheridan tapestries of the 
Gobelin manufacture. There are four of 
these, and all are representations of scenes 
in the life of Alexander the Great. The one 
at the entrance shows the mighty warrior as 
being pulled from the river, having nearly 
drowned while bathing. The east wing re- 
veals him exhorting his army to 
battle. The fourth wing repre- 
sents him killing the lion. And 
the west wing, now that he has “wept for 
more worlds to conquer,” portrays the wait- 
ing populace with their offerings, who de- 
light to do him honor. . In close proximity to 
all these attractions are cabinets containing 
rare collection’ of bric-a-brac, etc. In one 
we find Gen. Grant’s elephant’s tusks pre- 
sented by the Emperor of China, his gold 
box from the General Council of London 
and handsome jewelled boxes from other 
cities of the Old World. These attract uni- 
versal attention as quite an interesting feat- 
ure of the gallery. 

Leaving the center one turns to the right 
and enters the east wing, which is entirely 
occupied by the pictures of the American 
Art Union. These pdintings are carefully 
selected from the studios of leading Ameri- 
ean artists. Landscapes rather predominate, 
and are attracting a due share of admiration. 
Carl C. Brenner’s large picture worthily oc- 
cupies the central position on the south wail. 
He is a local artist and deserves much credit 
for the success he has attained. The pict- 
ures inthis gallery are for sale, and the 
rices will appear in a catalogue to be issued 
na few days. No doubt many will find 
Louis.

NAUTICAL REMINISCENCES. 


Burning of the 8. F. Vinton—A Woman 
Who Loved Her Husband. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. 

Accidents once so common on our Western 
shores have happily become scarce, and the 
Mississippi steamboat has lost its terrors in 
a great measure. Those accidents often had 
their ludicrous side as well as the serious. 
There is probably no other place or condi- 
tion that will develop so much of the hero- 
ism or selfishness of the human being as will 
a crowded steamboat during an alarm conse- 
quent on an accident, and more particularly 
if that accident occurs during the middle or 
latter part of the night, when the passengers 
are aroused from sleep,and before thought has 
had time to analyze the situation. It is then 
that true man or women show themselves 
without disguise. In judging of the heroism 
of parties.allowance should be made for the 
experiences of the different actors. A man 
may, like the writer, have followed the river 
from boyhood and became accustomed to its 
dangers, and to form an opinion of his cour- 
age by comparing his conduct with that of 
a person who is making his first voyage 
would be unjust to both. 

The burning of the 8. F. Vinton opposite 
Beli’s Point (forty-five miles above New Or- 
leans) was one of those cases in which the 
comic and the serious were so intermingled 
that the spectator would have to laugh even 
if engaged in prayer at the time. The Vin- 
ton had been laid up at St. Louis for several 


months in the early part. of the 
summer, but when the river began to get 
low inthe early part of the fall she took 
in a large cargo of miscellaneous freight for 
New Orleans. Among the freight was ten 
tons of bailed hemp, which was the cause of 
the fire by getting wet by a leak through the 
deck and then heating, thus producing spon- 
taneous combustion,and, being stowed in the 
after hold, started the fire under the ladies’ 
cabin. 

‘The passengers'on the Vinton{were one lady 
and gentioman in the ladies’ cabin and six 
gentiemen in the main eabin, with some 
eight or ten deck passengers. We slept on 
the boiler deck, which was filled with sack 
oats except two narrow gangways from the 
steps in frunt to the cabin doors, not 
thé narrow entrances of the present cabins. 
but wide, generous openings of the old times 
that seemed to invite entrance. ‘These wide 
doors were flanked on each side by smaller 
ones that were used for entrance when incle- 
ment weather compelled the closing of the 
others; butin pleasant weather they were 


obscured from view from inside by the 
} large doors Dab openet wee oe theni, and 


generally, as on the night in question, being 
kept in position by baviug chairs placed 
against them to keep tnem open. At 12 
o’clock at night the writer came off watch at 
the head of Grand View Reach (fifty-four 
miles above New Orleans) and went to bed. 
The night was very warm. In aboutan hour 
Iwas awakened , & a shock as if the boat 
had struck something solid,and, jumping out 
of bed to ascertain what was the wmatter, | 
found my reom on fire. Comprehending the 
situation at once, my first efforts were di- 
rected towards awakening those that were 
asleep. On emerging from my room tle first 
object | saw was the two ladies’ cabin pas- 
sengers in their night clothes. ‘The man, 
perfectly insane from fright, was crying. 
“Save me! save me! I can’t swim!” white 
the woman, perfectly cool, was trying to paci- 
fy him. As 1 emerged from my rvom and 
the lady caught sight of me, she cried, “Save 
iny husband; he @an’t swim.” She seemed 
to be regardiess of self. All energies ap- 
peared to be directed towards savg her 
cowardly husband. For a moment | could not 
help gazing in admiration on her cool 
collected face, where all sense of personal 
danger was merged inanxiety for loved 
ovues. Inamoment my mind recurred to 
the danger,and I told her that lL thought that 
the boat had struck the shore, atail events 
that that was the safest place, as most like- 
ly to get ashore. She immediately led her 
husband forward, whilst 1 began to kick 
open the state-roum doors and awaken the 
inmates by pullingthem out of bed at once. 
There was no time t» waste.” The captain 
and clerk were the last to awake. As I 
came forward | found two men on their 
knees at the two chairs that held the doors 
open. The#ne on the left had a cross about 
six inches long erected against the back of 
his chair. On the other side, at the other 
chair, was another man, praying and shout- 
ing, ““What shall ldo to be saved?” Hear- 
ing him imploring so earnestly, 1 shouted to 
him to “get ashore, and do it d-——d quick.” 
They both took me at my word, and spring- 
ing to their feet, rushed to the gangways, 
each one taking a side. Fortunately one of 
them ran over where several deck passen- 
gers were sleeping, thus awakening them 
and giving them an opportunity of saving 
themselves. 

After awakening all that were in the 
cabin; I started to secure wy effects, but the 
room had been consumed, so I was forced 
to wrap a bed spread around me, and,snatch- 
ing some other bedding, made for shore. I 
found that the pilot on watch had run the 
boat into the shore opposite Bell’s Point, 
where she stuck in the mud until she burned 
to the water’s edge. 

On getting to shore the first thing 1 saw 
on looking around was the ere that 
had been crying, ‘What shall I do to be 
saved?’ He was kneeling behind a willow 
about 3 inches through, looking first one side 
and then the other, when I pene’ up a stone 
and threw it towards him, dn account of his 
cowardice. At the moment the 
stone struck the ground near him, one of the 
steam pipes bursted with a loud sound, and 
he, thinking the boilers were exploding, took 
to his heels and the last we saw of him he 
was going up the levee at a gait that would 
have won him tbe applause of the backers of 
fast running time.

THE CURVE BALL 


Why the Battery Has Grown Superior 
to the Skilled Pounders. 
From the Philadelphia Presa, 


The curve delivery in base-ba)l pltchin 
was the greatest change ever introdu 
into the game, and in these days, when an 
old-time straight pitcher would be knocked 
out of the box in one inning, there are a 
good many claimants for the credit of 
originating it. College men, with the ex- 
ception of those from Harvard, always in- 
sist that Avery ee it to light at Yale, 
while the Harvard men, who naturally 
would refuse to see a curve of two feet ina 
Yale pitcher’s delivery, incline to the opinion 
that Mann, of Princeton, was first on the 
diamond with it. Harvard’s men have 
grounds for their belief, from the fact that 
the Harvard team first. nad a practical 
sight of the curve at Princeton in 1874, 
but, as it did not have the effect of winning 
the game from them then, they regarded it 
more as a curiosity than anything of import- 
ance in the game. The fact was that Mann 
Was so much excited about his new delivery 
that he did not know when to quit, and after 
the Harvard men had noticed that the bali 
always turned abouta foot outward after 
leaving the pitcher’s hand, they made their 
calculations and hammered at it accordingly. 
The game, up to the fifth inning, was right 
in the hands of Princeton’s catcher, who 
captured the men one after another as they 
struck out, but when Harvard began to bat, 
the prospects changed at once,and Princeton 
lost by clear three runs. Mann hadonly one 
curve, and he did not even vary it by straight 
balls, so it failed of suceess against the 
straight pitching and fine head-work of Ernst 
and Tyng. Avery, at Yale, came out with 
his eurve the same year, and many of the 
college nines of that time remember yet how 
he promised something new for the Harvard 
batters as the result of his winter’s practice 
inthe gymnasium. Hedid suceeed in de- 
feating them, and next year, by his effective 
+ helped his team tothe champion- 
ship. 

Before that time, however, curve pitching 
was practised in professional games, and, 
though its nature was notmuch understood, 
everybody seemed to know that a peculiar 
kind of ball could be delivered, and that 
Mathews, the present ‘“curver’ for the 
Athletics, wasthe man who was doing it. 
Arthur Cummings, who playedin the Mu- 
tuals in 1872 and inthe Stars, of Brooklyn, 
in the years preceding, also was known to 
pitch a deceptive ball, but, as he quit playing 
professionally about 1873, his work was 
yradually forgotten, and Matthews given all 
the credit for the innovation, Matthews him- 
self says that aggre was curving the ball 
before he knew anything about it, and he 
gives further credit to Cummings by adding 
that he got his first lessons in the art by 
watching the Mutual pitcher’s delivery. 

In those days, when the first professional 
association was just getting on its feet, there 
were no cast-iron regulations about where 
the players should sit or stand, and very oft- 
en a whole team stood close around the bat- 
ter, giving him points. when  €o 
spending the remainder of the time in“*chaff. 
ing’ with the umpire or pitcher. Cum- 
mings’ delivery was knowu to every man ia 
the profession as very peculiar, and Mat- 
thews, whose straight work was_ beginning 
to give way before it, made up his mind to 
take advantage of a position near the bat to 
learn the secret. He watched Cummings’ 
hands carefuily, noting how he held the 
balland how he let go, and after a few 
weeks’careful practice in the same way could 
see the curve in his own delivery. Then he 
began to use it in matches, striking men out 
in a way that no one but Cummings had ever 
done before, and in a short time he was 
known as one of the most effective pitchers 
in the field. Raptr, | he is or the same 
old curve with all the tricks in delivery that 
years on the diamond have taught, and the 
batters don’t seem to hit him much better 
than they used to. 

Other pitchers had to take up. the curve or 
quit piaying, just as McBride and Pratt did, 
and before the Centennial the regular craze 
for curve pitching had set in, which finally 
forced both League and Association mana- 
gers to abolish oid pitching rules and allow 
any throwing delivery which would assist 
in puzzling the batsmen. Every pitcher was 
popularly supposed to have a choice selec- 
tion of curves, which he sent in at pleasure, 
and his value was usually reekoned on the 
number of different ones hecould use. That 
idea, by the way, is sill prevalent, and 
there are many people who believe in an 
‘up’ curve and a “down” curve, an “in” 
curve and an “out” curve, a zig-zag and a 
“double” curve, and “shoots” and “‘jumps,” 
and fast and slow balis to match. : 

“That’s all a mistake,” said Matthews, 
while talking over some of his experiences. 
‘IT never saw but one curve and never made 
any more. Of course, a ball will shoot ina 
little distance, but you can’t call it a curve, 
because you can’t hold that kind of a ball so 
as to makea cfirve out of it, Theonly gen- 
uine curve is the one which turns out from 
the batsman, but after two or three of that 
kind, a straight ball,if it is properly pitched, 
looks as if it was ag sr the other "way. 
‘Drop’ balls, or balls which apparently shoot 
or eurve downward, are all deceptive work, 
and are thrown from the highest start the 
rules allow. Rising balls are the same thing, 
started from as near the ground as possible 
and pitched upward. ‘“Siowed’ balls are 
started slow, with an apparentiy fast flour- 
ish, for if they were ever started fast I don’t 
know what skill could hold them back, and, 
as to balls which go both in and ou 
why that is a manifest impossibility. 
know there have been veveral tests made of 
that, one particularly at Cincinnati, where 
four posts were put up and the pitcher re- 
quired to make the ball go on one side of one 
and on the other side of the next, but I don’t

ORIGIN OF THE WHITE MAN. 


The Result of Ages and Mixtures and 
Evolution of Races, 
From Nature. 


There may be remains of stone age whites, 
but there are no certain remains of white 
savages of the low order. We may well 
doubt if there ever were any white savages. 
It is more likely that the white men were 
developed late in the race history of the 
world from ancestors far on in civilization, 
and thus civilization, with its improved sup- 
ply of food, its better housing and clothing, 
its higher intellectuality, was one main fact-. 
orin the development of the white type. 
Here, however, it must be remembered that 
there is nota white race in the sense in 
which there is a Carib race or an Andaman 
race. It includes several raee_ types, 
and even the same languages, such as 
English or German, may be spoken by 
men as blonde as Danes or as dark as 
Sicilians. The fair-haired Scandinavian 
type has something of the definiteness of a 
true race, lyit as one travels south there ap- 
pear, not well-defined sub-races, but darken- 
ing gradations of bewildering complexity. 
The most reasonable attempt to solve this 
intricate problem is Prof. Huxley’s view that 
the white race is made up of fair whites of 
the Northern or Scandinavian type and dark 
whites who are the result of ages of -mixture 
between the fair whites and the darker na- 
tions, though it is, perhaps, hardly prudent 
to limit these dark ancestors to one variety, 
as he does. 

lf now we can not trace the white man 
down to the low level of primitive savagery. 
neither can we assign to him the great up- 
ward movement by which the barbarians 
passed into civilization, It is not the 
Aryan of Persia nor to the Semite of 
Syria that the art of writing belongs which 
brought on the new era of culture, The 
Egyptian, whose hieroglyphics may be 
traced passing from sage sy into alphatbet, 
had his race allies in the people of North 
Africa, especially the Berbers of the north 
coast—people of whom noelasticity of ethno- 
logical system wouid bring into the white 
race. Of the race-type of the old Babylon- 
ians, who shaped likewise rude pictures into 
wedge phonetic signs, we know but little 
as yet; at any rate, their speech was not 
Aryan, and the ;comparisons of Lenormant 
and ver have given some ground for 
connecting it with the Turanian language, 
belonging to a group of nations of 
whom one, the Chinese, had in _re- 
mote antiquity, worked out a civili- 
zation of which the development of an im- 
perfect phonetic writing formed part. If the 
great middle move in culture was made, not 
by any breach of the white race, but by 
races now represented by the Egyptians and 
Chinese,it is not less clear that these nations 
came to the limit of their developing power, 
the white race in remote antiquity, risen 
high in barbaric culture when their contact 
with darker nations who invented writing 
opened to them new intellectual paths. ‘The 
Greeks found in ancient Egyptian theology 
the gods of the four elements, but they trans- 
ferred this thought from theology to phil- 
osophy, and developed from it the theory oi 
elements and atoms, which is the basis 
of modern chemistry. They found the 
Babylonians building terraced temples to 
lanets.in the order of their per- 
jods, and this conception again they trans- 
ferred from religicn to science, founding on 
it the doctrine of planet spheres, which 
grew into mathematical astronomy. It may 
moderate our somewhat overweening esti- 
mate of our power to remember that the 
white race cannot claim to be original crea- 
tors of literature and science, but from re- 
mote antiquity they began to show the com- 
bined power of acquiring them and develop- 
ing culture which has made them dominant 
among mankind.

Suit Arkansaw.

Arkansaw has tried prohibition and is rfo 
doubt satisfied that the result does not justi- 
fy the means. Some time ago, it will be re- 
membered, an act was passed by the legis- 
lature forbidding the sale of whisky within 
three miles of achurch or school-house. It 
wss thought that this would have a benefi- 
cial effect, for it annoyed the preacher when 
during service the congregation went out to 
get a drink. It was thought by leading 
citizens that if the saloon, or more forcibly 
speaking, the whisky shop, were removed 
three mies from the church, the congrega- 
tion would be much more restful.
